Three women of the jury which 
first sat in the trial of Pinky Hall, 
convicted Redwood City bootlegger, 
were roundly scored by Judge Geo. 


H. Buck in Redwood City last Mon- |

Except Tuning Transformer Are Standard Make. 


By HENRY F. WORNER 

Simplicity of tuning, elimination of 
extraneous noises and a minimum nun 
her of tuning controls are what the 
radio fan of today is looking for in the 
line of receiving sets. The set about 
to be described was designed and built 
by the writer, and if properly con- 
structed will do all these things. 

The hookup consists essentially of 
an untuned primary circuit, a second- 
ary circuit shunted by a 28-plate (.0005 
mfd.) variable condenser and a third | 
circult is made up of a .0005 mfd. con- 
denser connected In series with a coil. 

The wiring diagram of this receiver, 
which is known as the heteroflex, will 
be found accompanying this article. All 
parts except the tuning transformer 
are of standard make and may be pur- 
chased at any radio store. 

For the detaiis of construction of 
this transformer, known as the hetero- 
former, Figs. 1 and 2 will be self-ex- 
planatory. The tubing may be of some 
standard material, such as radion, or

any ther compound. The holes are 
drilled exactly as shown in the dia- 
gram. All three inductances are wound 
on the same form in such a way that 
the largest winding acts as a spacing 
for the windings of the remaining two 
coils, which incidentally space the 
winding of the large coil. 
Materials Needed. 

The materials required for the con- 

struction of this coil are as follows: 


An insulating tube three inches in 
diameter and three inches long. 

One-half pound of No, 24 D. 8S. C. 
wire. 

One-half pound of No, 26 D. 8. ©. 
wire, 


In winding the coil both spools of 
wire are slipped over two twenty-pennhy 
nails driven into a board which acts as 
a support. ‘The form Is drilled for the 
terminals, three on end, a quar- 
ter of an ineh from the edge and about 
an inch or apart. Two mounting 
holes also are drilled at each end for 
mounting the finished product to the 
condensers, Opposite each terminal 
hole a small hole is drilled a half ineh

from the edge to aecommodate the 
wire. The primary consists of nine 
turns of the No. 24 wire and js con 

nected to the aerial and ground. Nhe | 
coil is on the right of the form. Next 

in order ts the secondary, whieh is 
made up of 48 turns of No, 26 wire and 
is wound for a space of two Inches 
across the form. The third coil is 
Fig. 2.

Condensers of the low loss variety 
should be used, as their efficiency 
will more than compensate their higher 
cost. 3y connecting the rotary plates 
to the terminals, labeled 2 and 5, the 
body capacity effects will be materially 
reduced and this will greatly facilitate 
the task of tuning in distant stations. 

The amplifying transformers for 
this set shouwid not have a higher ratio 
than 5:1, and better quality will be had 
if a 8:1 is used in the second step. 

In laying out the apparatus on a 
panel it will be found best to have the 


two variable condensers mounted at 
the extreme left, followed in logical 


order by the detector, first and second 
stage tube equipment. A suggested 
size for the panel is 18 by 7 inches. 
This ought to be ample for all the ap- 
paratus used in this set. 

The tuning of this receiver is rea- 
sonably simple.

Among the interesting sights In St. | 
Augustine, Fla. (the oldest town in the | 
United States) is a tablet over the en- | 
trance to Fort Marion, bearing the coat | 
of arms of Spain and the following | 
legend: “Don Ferdinand the Sixth, Be- | 
ing King of Spain and the Field Mar- 
shal, Don Alonzo Fernando Hereda, | 
Being Governor and Captain General 
of This Place, St. Augustine, of Flori- | 
da, and Its Province, This Fort Was | 
rinished in the Year 1756. The Works 
Were Directed by the Captain En- | 
gineer, Don Pedro De Brazos Y Ga- 
ray.” 

But this ancient inscription does not 
tell the full story of the forts in St. 
Augustine. From the day in 1565 when | 
Pedro Menendez erected there the first 
rude fortification to hold Florida 
against the French, there have been a 
series of fortresses here. And they 
have been connected with some stir- 
ring scenes in Florida colonial history 
—with the massacre of Jean Ribaut’s 
Huguenots by Menendez, with De 
Gourges’ terrible revenge and with 
other incidents which gave this “land 
of flowers” g baptism of blood, } 

The first fort erected on the present | 
site.of Fort Marion was an octagonal 
wooden structure named San Juan de 
Pinos, built as early as 1586. It was 
this fort which Sir Francis Drake, the | 
famous British navigator, captured 
without resistance during a flying raid 
on the “Spanish Main” in that year. A 
little later a more pretentious struc- 
ture of stone was begun and it was 
named Fort St. Mark. In 1638 the 
Spaniards were at war with the Apa- 
lachian Indians, who lived near the 
Suwanee river, and, having defeated 
them, forced their captives to work 
on the fortifications for more than 60 
years. When Gen, James Oglethorpe, 
the founder of Georgia, laid siege to 
St. Augustine in 1740, Monteano, the | 
Spanish commandant, had a 


large | 


strong that Oglethorpe gave up the 


At the close of the French and In- 
dian war Spain, France’s ally, was 
forced to cede Florida to the British. 
In 1748 it was given back to Spain, 
who held it until 1819, when the Unit- 
ed States purchased it for $5,000,000. 
On July 10, 1821, the Spanish flag, 
which had floated over St. Augustine 
for more than two centuries and a 
half, was lowered and the Stars and 
Stripes went up over Fort St. Mark. 
Some time later it was renamed Fort 
Marion in honor of Francis Marion, 
the famous “Swamp Fox” of the Rev- 
olution, and as Fort Marion the an- 
cient fortress remains to this day.
